When we hear 
of problems with Freesia, it is almost 
always a question of time—not of cul¬ 
ture. For this reason, we ship upon re¬ 
ceipt of order unless otherwise in¬ 
structed and do not recommend 
Freesias for city apartments. 

A dozen bulbs in a well-propor¬ 
tioned pot make a handsome display 
and our offering provides just that, in 


your choice of six different colors. The 
pot and saucer are hand-thrown and 
have a soft, unglazed finish. (See photo 
on page 8.) Potting soil and a stem 
support are included. If plagued by in¬ 
decision, purchase the collection of all 
6 varieties and 3 pots separately. We 
have known of people who gardened 
their whole lives without enjoying 
their own crop of Freesia. It’s simply 
inexcusable.

2 to 3 feet—short enough, that is, not 
to need staking. 

Our mixture is blended to include 
the paler tones most appropriate to a 
natural setting. The composition var¬ 
ies, but is approximately 40% yellow, 
pale yellow, and white; 40% deep red, 
light red, and orange; and 20% rose, 
pink, and pale pink. The effect in June 
is marvelous and the price is laugh¬ 
ably low when compared with named 


varieties. Yes, they cost more than 
Daffodils, but not a lot more.
